The heavenly flare which was before dcfciibcd as a city, and called the 
Stezo Jerufalem, is here duf crib ed as a paradife; alluding to the earthly p:i- 
radife which was loft by the fin of the firft Adam ; here is another paradife 
reftorcd by the fecond Adam. A paradife in a city, or a whole city in a 
paradife I In the firft paradife there were only two perfons to behold the 
beauty and taftcthe pleafures of it ; but in this fecond paradife whole cities 
and nations fliall find abundant delight and fat la faction. And here obfurvc, 

1. The river of paradife; the earthly paradife war. well watered ; no place 
can be pleafant or fruitful that is not fo. This river is defcribed, i. By iis 
fountain-head, the throne of Cod t and the Lamb: All our fprin^s, both of 
grace, comfort, and glory, are in God, and all our ftrer us from bin?, through 
the mediation of the Lamb. 2. By its quality ; pure and clear as cryftal: 
All the dreams of earthly comfort are muddy, but thefe are clear, and falu- 
tary, and refreflnng, giving life, and prcferving life to thofe that drink of it. 

2. The tree of life, in this paradife : Such a tree there was in the earthly 
paradife, Gen, ii. Q. This far excels it. And now as to this tree obfervp, 
1. Thefituation of it, in themid/lof the /licet, and of either fide the river ; 
or, as it might have been better rendered, in the midjl between the terrace- 
*uialk and the river. This tree of life is fed by the pure waters of the river 
that come from the throne of God. The pretence and perfections of God 
furnifli out all the glory and bleffednefs of heaven. 2. The fruit fuhiefe of 
this tree. X. It brings forth many forts of fruit, twelve forts, luitcd to 
the refined tafte of all the faints. 2. It brings forth fruit at all times, 
yieldeth its fruit even/ month ; this tree is never empty, never barren j there 
*js always fruit upon it. In heaven there is not only a variety of pure and 
jut is fy ing pleafures, but a continuance of them, and always frcfli. 3. The 
fruit is not only pleafant, but wholefome. The prcfence of God In heaven, 
is the health and happinefs of the faints, there they find in him a remedy 
for all their former maladies, and at e preferred by him in the molt health- 
ful and vigorous ltatc. 

3. The perfeft .freedom of this paradife from every thing that is evil, ver. 

3. There /hall be no marc etirfc ; no accurfed one, xoflatvotfafAx, no terpen! 
there, as there will in the earthly paradife : Here is the great excellence of 



this paradife, the devil has nothing to do there, he cannot draw the faints 
from fervingGod to be fubjeft to himfelf, as he did our full parents ; nor 
can he fo much asditiurb them in the fervicc of God. 

4. Thefupreme felicity of this paradifiacal ftate. I. There the faints fliall 
fee the face of God; there they fliall enjoy the beatific virion. 2. God will 
own them, as having his feal and name on their foreheads.

Paulus Samofatenus, lutein the chair 8 years, when for his oncpifcopal 
manners and practices, Ins unfounded dogmata and principles, and efpe- 
cially his mean and unworthy opinions concerning our Saviour, he was 
condemned and depofed by a fynod at Antioch, whofe determination is at 
large extant in Eufcbius. 

XVI. Domns fucceeded in his place. He was conftituted and ordained to 
the place by the fathers of that fynod, who farther gave him this honour* 
able character, that he was a man endued with all efpifcopal virtues and 
ornaments.

ROME. 

THE foundation of this church is equally attributed to Peter and Paul, 
the one as the apoftle of the circumcilhm preached to the Jews, while the 
other probably as the a|*ofllu of the uucircumcifion preached to the Gentiles. 
Its bilhops fucceeded in the following order. 

I. St. Peter and PauJ, who both fulfcrrod murlvrdom under Kero. 

II. Linus, the fon of Uerculanm, a Tufcan ; he is mentioned by St. Paul, 
and fate between 1 1 an J 1 2 years. 

III. CIctus or Anaeletus, a Roman, the fon of ./Em il tan us, who fate 9 years. 

IV. Clemens, a Roman, born in Mount Calius, the fon of Fauftinus, near 
a kin, fay foraeto the emperor: He was condemned to digin the. marble 
quarries near the Euxine fea, and by the command of Trajan thrown into 
the fea with an anchor about his neck. He was bilhop of Rome 9 years 
and four months. 

V. Euarifius, by birth a Greek, but Ins father a Jew of Bethlehem. He 
is faid to have been crowned with martyrdom the 1 aft year of Trajan, and 
in the ninth of his bilhoprick. 

VI. Alexander, a Roman, though young in years., was grave tn his manners 
and converfation. He fate 10 years and 7 months, and died a martyr. 

VII. Xyftus, or Syxtus, a Roman ; he was martyred in the tenth year of 
his bifhoprick, and buried in the Vatican. 

VIII. Telefphorus, a Greek fucceeded : Juftin the martyr flourlfhed ih his 
time. He died a martyr, having fate 1 1 years and 3 months : and was 
buried near St. Peter in the Vatican. 

IX. Hyginus the fon of an Athenian philofopher, was advanced to the 
under Antoninus Pius: He fate, according to Eufcbius, 8 years. 

X. Pius, an Italian, born at Aquileia : he died after being bifhop 1 1 years 
and 4 months. 

XI- Anicetus, born in Syria : He is faid after 1 1 years to have fuffered mar- 
tyrdom, and was buried in the Via Appia, in the country of CalLftus. In 
his time Poljcarp went to Rome. 

XII. Soter or (as Nicephorus calls him) Soterichus, was a Campanian, the 
Ion of Concordius. There was ah intcrcoorfe of letters between bim and 
Dionyfius bifhop of Corinth. Hddied after he had fate 9 years. 

XHI. Elutberius, born at Nicopolts in Greece. To him Lucias king of 
Britain fent a letter and an cmbaffy. He fate 15 years, died Ann. Cbf. 
tS6, and was buried in the Vatican. * •

XIV. Vi&or, an African, the fon of Felix, a man of a furious and intem- 
perate fpirit, as appeared from bis pafiionate proceedings in thecontro- 
verfy about the observation of Eafter. He was bifhop lO years. 

XV. Zephyrimus, a Roman, fucceeded, and poffellcd the chair 8 years. 
He was a pious and learned man. 

XVI. Califtus, or Calixtus, I he fon of Domitius, a Roman ; a prudent and 
modeftman. He fuffered much in the perfecution under Alexander Ssvc- 
rus, under whom lie became a martyr, being thrown into a well by the 
procurement of Ulpian the great lawyer, but fevere enemy to Chriftians. 
He fate 8 years, and though he made a cemetery, called after his own 
name, yet he was buried in that of Calepodius in the Appian Way. 

XVIf. Urbanus, the fon of Pontianus, a Roman, after C years, fuffered 
martyrdom for the faith. He was buried in Pretextatus his cemetery in 
the Appian Way. 

XVIII. Pontianus, the fon of Calphurnius, a Roman ; for his bold reprov- 
ing the Roman idolatry, he was banifhed into the ifland of Sardinia, 
where he died ; he was bilhop 5 years. 

XIX. Anteros, a Greek, the fon of Romulus. He died after he had kept 
his place cne month, though others without reafon make him to have 
lived in it many years, and was buried in the cemetery of Calliftus. 

3tX. Fabianus, a Roman, was unexpectedly cho fen bilhop, when feveral 
others being in competition, a dove fuddenly dcfccndcd, and fate upon 
his head, the great emblem of the holy Spirit. He died a martyr after 14 
years, and was buried in the fame place with his predoceffor. 

XXL Cornelius, a Roman, oppofed and condemned Novatian ; frequent 
letters pafled between him and Cyprian. After fomcwhat more than 2 
years he was cruelly whipped, and then beheaded : he was buried in a 
vault within the grange of Lucina, near the Appian Way. 

XXII. Lucius, a Roman, fate 2, or, as otlfers, 3 years. He fuffered mar- 
tyrdom by the command of Valerian, and was buried in Calliftus his 
cemetery. 

2CXIII. Stcphenus, a Roman, the fon of Julius; Great contefts were held 
between him and Cyprian, about rebaptizing ihofcwho had been bap- 
tized by hereticks. He was beheaded after he late about 2 or 3 years, 
and was buried with his predeceflbr. 

XXIV. Xyltus a Greek, formerly a philofopher of Athens. After 2years 
and lO months, he fuffered martyrdom. 

XXV. Dionyfius, a monk, made bilhop; in the judgment of Dionyfius, 
bifliop of Alexandria, a truly learned and admirable per/on. The time of 
his prefidency is uncertainly affigned, but is fuppofed to have been 
above 12 years. 

XXVI. Felix, a Roman : in his time arofe the Manichrean hcrefy. He 
fuffered about the fourth or fifth yearof his epifcopacy, and was buried 
in the Aurelian Way, in a cemetery of his own, two miles from Rome. 

XXVII. Eutychianus, aTufcan, a man exceedingly careful of the burial 
of martyrs, after one years fpace was himfelf crowned with martyrdom. 

XXVIII. Caius, oras Eufebius calls him Gaianus, a Dalmatian, kiofman 
to the emperor Dioclefian, and in the perfecution' under him became a 
martyr. Alter holding the fee 11 years, he was beheaded and buried in 
Calliftus his cemetery 

XXIX. MarcelHnus, a Roman : through the fear of torment he facrificed 
to the gods, but recovering himfelf, died a martyr, after he had fates 
or g years. He was beheaded, and buried in the cemetery of Prifcilla, 
in the Salarian Way. To him fucceeded 

XXX. Marcellus, a Roman : he was condemned by Maxentius the tyrant, 
to keep beafts in aftable, which yet he performed with his prayers and 
exercifes of devotion. He died after 5 years and 0* months, and was bu- 
ried in the cemetery of Prifcilla. 

XXXL Eufebius, a Greek, the fon of a phyfician. He fuffered much 
under the tyranny of Maxentius. He late 6 years and was buried in 
the Appian Way near Calliftus his cemetery. 

XXXII. Miltiades, an African. He might be a confeflbr under Maxen- 
tius, but could not be a martyr under the Mdximinius, as fome report. 
He fate 3 or 4 years ; and was buried in die cemetery of Calliftus. 

XXXIII. Silvcfter, a Roman. He was cle&ed into the place, Ann. Cbr. 
cccxiv. fetched from the mountain Soracle, whither he had fled for 
fear of the perfecution. He was highly in favour with Conftantine the 
Great. He fate 23 years.

He was an eminent 
confeflbr, and after having Hue 15 years, died in prifon under theDecian 
perfecution : By him Origen was ordained prelbyter : He was a great 
patron of learning as well as religion, a iludious piefetver of the records 
of the church : He creeled a library at Jerufalem, which he efpccially 
fnrni Hied with the writings and epifties of ecclefiaftical pcrfons: Ami one 
of this treafury it was that Eufebius borrowed a great part of his materials 
for the compofing of his hiftory.

For hitherto the bifhops of Jerufalem h.td fuc- 
ceflivcly been of the circumcifion, the church there having been intirely 
made up of Jewifh converts. But the Jews being difperfed after the 
deftiuclion of Jerufalem, into all other countries, the Gentiles were ad- 
mitted not only into the b.;dy of thethurch, but even into the epifco- 
pal chair.
